Washington, June 30.—(Special.)—General 
Merritt has taken with him to the Philip- 
pines a large staff of civilians, who are 
expected to assist in the executive duties 
connected with the form of government he 
is authorized by the president to establish. 
The scope of his orders is an executive ge- 
cret, Known only to the presidemt and 
very few other officials of the government. 
Tt ts doubtful if General Merritt opened 
his orders until he left San Francisco, so 
that this instructions are siill a sealed 
ibook. 

The fact came to the surface today 
that General Merritt took with him 
about thirty or thirty-five civilians 
who are experts in the several branches 
of executive government.

Cardinal Calls on President. 
Cardinal Gibbons was an interesting call-

Washington, June 30.—A. W. Greely, chief signal officer, toinght received a dis- 
patch from Lieutenant Colonel Allen, c chief signal officer, ton'ght received a dis- 
ing that a telegraph and telephone station had been established at a point within 
two miles of the city of Santiago. 

This information is of the highest importance to the offic‘als of the war de- 
partment, as it insures to them practically direct communication with General 
Shafter. 

The information is significant, too, as it shows that the American troops are 
{in rifle shot of Santiago. The telegravh station being, of course, within the 
American lines, its location conclusively indicates that the forces of General 
Shafter have establishea themselves in advange of the telegraph station. 


Shafter Now Has a Cable.

SPANISH FLEET WILL TURN BACK a 
SAYS SECRETARY OF NAVY LONG 


Washington, June 20 While not abating its close watch over the Cadiz fleet, 
the navy department does not fee] the same degree of apprehension respecting the 
movements of those ships it did when the start was made for Port Said. The 
government has done everything possible within fair lines to prevent this fleet 
from reaching the Philippines and the agents of the state department have been 
particularly successful in this work, United States Consular Agent Broadbent has 
just made a master stroke which he reports to the department. 

While the Spanish ships were seeking permission or the Egyptian government 
ta coal at Port Said the consular officers succeeded in quiétiy buying up all the 
coal available at the port. This amounted to 20,000 tons and it is in a good place 
to be shipped to Dewey; to serve as a base of supplies for Commodore Watson's 
eastern squadron when it enters the Mediterranean; or to coal any “American 
vessels that may pass through the Suez canal bound for the Asiatic station if it 
should be decided that it is possible for warships to take on coal at Port Said. 

The news that reached the department through the press reports that Admiral 
Camara is about to leave his torpedo boat destroyers at Port Said because vhey 
would be unable to weather the monSoons in the Indian ocean at this season, iz 
believed at the navy department to presage the dissolution of the squadron and ~ 
the abandonment of the cruise to the Philippines. 

As these torpedo destroyers have proved their ability to cross the Atlantic in 
bad weather, it is conjectured at the department that the real reason for turn- 
ing back is one that is almost chronic in the Spanish navy, namely, a break- 
down or a breakage of the machinery of the craft. 
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SALISBURY’S SPEECH SHOWS ENGLAND'S 
WARM FRIENDSHIP FOR UNITED STATES 


London, June 30.—Though on casual veading the Marquis of Salisbury’s speech 
at the United club last night seems to have been an attempt to carry water on 
both shoulders, the diplomatic body here construes it as a pronouncement of Great 
Britain’s partiality. There is no doubt the premier intended h:s ‘remarks as a hint 
to the powers that Great Britain is in sy mpathy with the United States and the in- 
timation to that effect was called forth by Germany’s alleged attitude in the ques- 
tion of the Philippines. 

The deciaration that the United States is animated in the present war by an 
‘elevated phitanthropy”’ is the passage upon which’ stress is laid, and many people 
find a connection between the premier’s speech and the recent visit of Colonel 
John Hay, the United States ambassador, who again conferred with the Marquis: 
of Salisbury yesterday. In the course of another visit today Colonel Hay officially 
informed the Marquis of Salisbury of the blockade of the southern coast of Cuba. 

It is known that the Spanish ambassador,Count Rascon, cabled the Marquis of 
Saiisbury’s speech to Madrid, although it could not have been a surprise to him, as 
he recently informed a colleague that he had unquestionable information to the ef- 
fect that an “iron-clad alliance” between Great Britain and the United States was

London, June 30.—The Star today says it 
has grounds for “believing the European 
powers will not consider Rear Admiral 
Dewey justified in opposing a landing of 
foreign marjnes, as Manila is still under 
Spanish rule.” Continuing The Star re- 

marks: 

“A foreign correspondent assures us that 
the German occupation is already an ac- 
complished fact.” 

Inquiries made on the subject show that 
The Star’s story about the situation at 
Manila is utterly discredited here and in- 
quiries at the embassies show that the 
diplomats here have not heard of any such 
occurrence as the landing of German forces 
at or near Manila.

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Tx PHOID FEVER AT CAMP ALGER | 


Water Supply Causes Sickness Among 
Soldiers Near Washington. 


Washington, June 30.—Several]l cases of 
typhoid fever thave developed recemtly at 
Camp Alger. Cases have been reported 
from nearly every regiment. First Lieu- 
tenant Leall, assistant surgeon, said today: 

“The trouble is that the water supply 
here is a constant menace to one’s health. 
There seems ¢o be malaria and typhoid in 
the very atmosphere.”’ 

It is highly necessary, he says, that drink- 
ing water should be boiled.

GENERAL WHEELER 
SENDS REPORT 


Alabamian Files with Shafter an 
Oficial Paper 


SOLDIERS ARE COMPLIMENTED 


Ba'tle of Sthoney Is Described by the 
Commander of the Troops, 


GIVES LIST OF FORCES ENGAGED 


Major General of Volunteers Mentions 
by Name Officers Whose Brav- 
ery Made Them Conspic- 
uous on the Field of 
Battle.

Camp Juragua, Wednesday, June 29, via 
Kingston, June 30, 8 a. m.—General Wheel- 
er’s official report to Major General Shaf- 
ter of what is known as the battle of S.bo- 


ney is as follows: 


“In Camp, Juragua, June 29. To the Adju- < 


tant General of the Fifth Army Corps—Sir: 
I have the honor to report that in obedience 
to the instructions of the major general 
commanding, given me in person on June 
23u, I proceeded to Siboney (Juraguasito). 
The enemy had evacuated the place at day- 
light that morning, taking a course toward 
Sevilla. A body of about 100 Cubans had 
followed amd engaged the enemy’s rear 


-guard. About nine of them were wounded. 


“T rode out to the front and found the 
enemy had halted and established them- 
selves at a point about three miles from 
Siboney. At night the Cubans reiurned to 
the vicinity of the towm. At 8 o’clock that 
evening, the 23d, General Young reached 
Siboney with e:ght troops of Colonel Wood's 
regiment, A, B, D, E, F, G, K and L, 30 
strong, and troops A, B, C and K, First 
cavalry, in all 224 men, amd troopg A, B, 
E and I of the Tenth cavalry, in ail 220 
men, making the total force 9644 men, which 
included nearly all of my command which 
nad marched from Baiquiri, eleven miles.

“With the assistance of General Castillo, 
a rough map of the country Was prepared 
and the position of the enemy was fully 
explained, and I determined to make an at- 
tack at daylight’’on the 24th. Colonel 
yeneral 
Young, accompanied by two of his staff 
officers, Lieutenants Tyrree R. Rivers and 
W. R. Smedburg, Jr., to approach the ene- 
my on the left hand or more westerly road, 
while General Young, myself and 
troops of the First and Tenth 
cavalry, with three Hotchkiss mountain 
guns, approached the enemy on the regular 
Sevilla road. 

“General Young and myself examined the 
position of the enemy, the lines were Ge- 
ployed and I directed him to open fire with 
the Hotchkiss guns. The enemy replied and 
the firing immediately became general. 
Colonel Wood had deployed ‘this right, near- 
ly reaching the left of the regulars. 

“For an hour the fight was very warm, 
the enemy be.ng very lavish in expenditure 
of ammunition, most of their firing being 
by volleys. 

“Finally the enemy gave way and ietreat- 
ed rapidly, our side keeping well closed 
up on them; but™our men being physically 
exhausted by their exertions and the great 
heat, were incapable of maintaining the 
pursuit. 

Compliments His Soldiers. 

“TIT cannot speak too highly of the gal- 
lant and excellent conduct of the officers 
and men throughout my command. Genera] 
Young deserves special commendation for 
his cool, deliberate and skillful manage- 
ment. 

“TI also gpeciaily noticed his acting adju- 
tant gené¢ral, Lieutenant A. J. Mills, who, 
under General Young’s directions, was at 
various parts of the line acting with energy 
end cool courage. 

“The imperative necessity of disembark- 
ing with promptitude had impelled me to 
leave mest of my staff to hasten this im- 
portant matter, and wnfortunatecly I only 
‘had with me Major W. D. BeacH and Mr.

New York, June 30.—Chauncey M. Depew 
returned today on the German steamer 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse and was wel- 
-eomed by a large party of friends who 

{went down the bay on a New York Central 
tum. He afterwards spoke freely of his ob- 
servations ang experiences abroad. 

Regarding the sentiment toward the 
United States he said that in France feel- 
ing Was most bitter against this country. 
Every paper in the city of Paris except 
three unimportant ones published right 
along articles that have not changed any 
in tone from the beginning. showing the 
greatest hostility. It was believed that the 
object of the United States in beginning 
the war was in the extension of her terri- 
tory or imperial extension and the same 
Opinion seemed to prevail in Germany. 

In England there was a complete reverse 
of sentiment. Six weeks time had changed 
the sentiment of ninety-five years and all 
animosities were buried by the tide of sym- 
Pathy and universal approval, and feeling 
of relationship, which was binding against 
the world. 

Regarding the interviews in Paris and 
London, which had been quoted of him, he 
said that in Paris he had given an inter- 
view to The Temps and Matin after hav- 
ing been sought by these papers and in 
that interview he gave a history of what 
led up to the war.

INSTRUCTIONS TO COLLECTORS. 


Commissioner of Internal 
Issues Final Orders. 

Washington, June 30.—The commissioner 
of internal revenue has’ issued a circular 
of instructions to catléctors in regard to the 
new tobacco ‘tax. After quoting section 
four of the new act, the commissioner says: 

“Tt jis held that 2,500,000 cigars shail be 
regarded as equivalent to 80,000 pounds of 
tobacco, and the special tax of dealers will 
be computed on that basis. 

“It is assumed that 1,000 cigars is equiva- 
lent to twenty pounds of tobacco, and 
that 1,000 cigarettes is equivalent to three 
pounds of tobacco for the purpose of deter- 
mining the liability to special tax under the 
law. 

“If the dealer sells tobacco, snuffs, cigars 
and cigarettes or only one or more of these 
articles and his aggregate annual sales 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1898, ex- 
ceeded 50,000 pounds, he will be required to 
pay the special tax commencing July 1, 
1898. 

“Tt is held that a persom who has not 
engaged in the business of dealer in tobac- 
co prior to July 1, 1898, but who on that 
date or subsequently during the year en- 
gages in the business will be required to 
pay the special tax whenever his sales 
have at any i@e within the year exceeded 
60,000 pounds. The special tax will be com- 
puted from the first day of the month in 
which he commenced to engage in the busi- 
ness.”’

Soldiers Can Leave the Park for the 
Front Within Eighteen Hours. 


QUARTERMASTER IS KEPT VERY BUSY 


Five Hundred Suits of Uniform Are 
Worn Out Daily by Soldiers 
in Camp Thomas. 


Chickamauga National Military Park, 
Ga., June 30.—A work which engaged the 
attention of all the regiments at the 
patk today was that of muster and com- 
pleting the payrolls. This was in accord- 
ance with final instructions from head- 
quarters in order to be ready to receive 
the government pay. The rolls will be 
submitted at once and the task of paying 
off at least 53,000 officers and men will in 
ail probatility begin tomorrow. 

Of the First corps, for instance, which 
has been ordered to be put in readiness 
for the. next expedition, Colonel William 
Richarris, adjutant general, said: this af- 
tern oon: 

“This corps is about as thoroughly equip- 
ped as they ever get toa be.’’ 

In reply te the question yas to how long 
it would require for the corps to respond 
te orders to. move, Colonel Richards said 
that it could have its effects packed and 
on the march in from. twelve to eighteen 
hours. To ascertain what effects the regi- 
ments iayvye on hand that they will not 
be able tv carry with them to the front, 
wagon drills have been in progress in ail 
cwe divisicms and the men have loaded 
and unloaded their outfits with great ra- 
pidity. 

Quartermaster Is Rushed. 

The quartermaster and ordnance depart- 
ments ere still. rushed and rushing under 
the strain, and daily carloads of clothing, 
che'ter tents and ordnance stores go out 
to the regiments. One feature which adds 
to the strain on the quartermaster de- 
partment is that on an average the sol- 
diers at Camp Thomas wear out daily 
nearly five hundred suits of uniform and 
other clothing in proportion, 

The ordnance department received today 
three carloads of ordnance stores from 
the Rock Island arsenal, including ninety- 
five boxes of horse and other equipments 
for the artillery brigade. 

Equipments, such, as cartridge belts, 
haversacks, canteens, etc., were distribut- 
ed today among the following regiments: 

Eighth and Fourteenth New York, Third 
Tennessee, Ninth Pennsylvania, Second 
Nebraska and Twenty-second Kansas. 

About 4,000 rifles arrived this afternoon 
and will be handed out tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Squads of troops from various states 
continue to pour into the park and the 
regiments are rapidly being filled to their 
full strength. More than four hundred 
recruits arrived today.

MAY HAVE TO CHARTER BOAT. 


Hawaiian Minister Hatch Anxious to 
Inform His Government. 


Washington, June 30.—Mr. Hatch, the Ha- 
waiian minister, spent some time in confer- 
ence with Mr. Moore, acting secretary 
of state, today, presumably with reference 
to the method to be adopted of putting into 
effect in Hawaii the provisions of the pend- 
ing annexation lll, which is supposed 
to be approaching final passage. . 

Owing to the heavy drafts made by the 
government upon the steamship lines cross- 
ing the Pacitic for troop transports, the 
means of communication between San Fran- 
cisco and Honolulu are now extremely ir- 
regular and precarious. It is desiraple tkat 
the earliest possible notice of the approval 
oi the amnexation bill be conveyed to Ha- 
waii, so it is probable that failing ‘he pres- 
ence in San Francisco of one of the regular 
merchant steamers about to clear for Hon- 
olulu,. the government will charter some 
speedy vessel to hasten to nolulu with 
the official news. One reason making 
haste in this particular is the fact hat 
the waiian congress must ratify \the 
provisiens of the annexation bill, and\ as 
the pr@sent session of the Hawaiian legis- 
lature Will expire by limitation very ‘ 
it will be necessary to submit to all Ahe 
delays occasioned by the requirements of 
the organic law as to the calling «f an ex- 
tra session of the legislature. 

The state department entertains hope 
that some members of the opposition in 
the senate who may reactt the conclusion 
that annexation is’ inevitable wiil consent 
to vote for the ratification of the treaty, 
which is still pending, in place of voting 
against the anmexation bill, with che result 
of supplying the few votes necessary to the 
constitutional two-thirds necessary for the 
treaty. | 

In such case the completion of annexa- 
tion will be very simple and much time 
would be saved. The Hawaiian legisla-

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Statement Showing Money Govern- 


ment Has Handled Duriag: Month. _ 

Washington, June 230.—Today’s statement 
of the govern receipts and expendi- 
tures shows that the receipts during the 
present month will aggregate about $33,500,- 

, end for Ahe present fiscal year are 
about $304,306,000. These receipts include 
about $1,500,000 which is likely to be report- 
ead tomorrow morning in mail received to- 
ine nt. try 

The receipts from customs this month will 
be shown to be about $14,500,000, a loss as 
compared with the last June of about 
$5,000,000. The collections from internal 
revenue will show an increase approximate- 
ly of $3,500,000. For the entire fiscal year the 
receipts from customs will amount to less 
than $150,000,000, a loss as compared 4with 
the last fiscal year, 1897, of $26,500,000. 

The internal revenue receipts will be 
about $170,,000,000, a gain of $23.5000,00. Up to 
this time the actual cash expénditures on 
account of the war amount to about $60,- 


000,000.

They Have Been a Source of Great An-

| ONE OF THEM HAS BEEN CAUGHT 


Military’ Fever Among the Negroes of 
Brunswick. 


: THEY WANT TO WEAR BRASS BUTTONS 


Formation of Negroes by Regiments 
Is Advocated as the Best Policy. 
General News from County. 


Brunswick, Ga., June 30—(Special.)—The 
capture of the negro purse gsnatcher, 
Charles Ackerson, as reported, has been 
hailed with delight by the women folks of 
Brunswick. Commencing several weeks 
ago, these negro scoundrels began a series 
of petty depredations on the property of 
the whites of Brunswick and shortly after- 
wards confined their operations to purse 
snatching from ladies and young girls. 

So numerous did these outrages shortly 
become that grave discussions took place 
@S to the best method of meeting out pun- 
ishment to the first thief captured. Many 
ladies were the victims of these worthiess 
negroes and the angry whites soon began 
to get on the hot trail of the culprits. 
About the time plans tv capture them were 
well formulate@ the reports of what the 
whites intended to do became noised abroad 
and the negroes iet up in their operations. 
The organization of citizens who were 
banded for protection of the women and 
chiidren then temporarily withdrew to the 
background of local affairs. It seems that 
the worthless negro element had about con- 
cluded the whites would not trouble them 
any more ana so began to plan for more 
attacks in the way orf purse snatching and 
insulting remarks. The first attempt since 
the home guards were fairly organized oc- 
curred Tuesday night, when Ackerson grab- 
bed Mrs. O’Connor’s purse and ran. The 
promptness with which T. Q. Fleming, Jr., 
responded to the lady’s screams, jumped 
on his horse and ran the negro down has 
caused him to be the subject of Many con. 
gratulations. The renewal of these as- 
Ssaults created much indignation amongst 
the whites and it is safe to say that had 
a less orderly crowd captured Ackerson he 
would have been severely handled. There 
are a number of law-abiding negroes in 
Brunswick, and, in fact, the majority of 
that population is all right. They, in com- 
mon with the whites, are anxious for the 
worthless gang to be run out of town and 
it is probable that the next offense will re- 
sult disastrously for the offender. 


Negroes for the Army. 


There are over one hundred negroes in 
Brunswick who want to go to war. They 
have been enrolled and their services ten- 
dered to the government. This was before 
‘their prospects seemed less bright for negro 
companies to have officers according to 
their own choice. These men are still here 
and drill regularly in their preparation for 
service. They have about decided, how- 
ever, not to go to the war unless they can 
have the privilege of selecting their own 
company officers, or at least can feel as- 
sured that they will be men of their own 
race. There are several well-known negro 
politicians in Brunswick who are well up 
im military tactics and they can raise sev- 
eral companies throughout the eleventh 
district. They seem determined, however, 
not to move in the matter unless the war 
department settles who shall command. 
This does not appear to be a request for 
‘social recognition, but a desire to receive 
the same recognition for their work in 
raising companies that the white politicians 


>. Fe te: argued by some of the local officers 


companies. that if enough negroes 
a commented and enlisted to make up a 
regiment they will stay by themselves and 
not try to go with the whites. If on the 
other hand only a few companies are ex- 
eepted and officered conditions may be such 
that the officers of white companies will be 
obliged to recognize them or get out of the 
army. 'The preponderance of sentiment 
seems to be for giving negro officers com- 
plete command of negro companies and 
send them to the front. .

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THINK IT WAS MADE THERE. 


People of Waycross Talk of That Spu- 
rious Coin Passed in Valdosta. 


Waycross, Ga., June 30.—(Special.}—The 
report from Valdosta of the arrest there 
of Millard C. Smith, of Waycross, for at- 
tempt to pass counterfelt money as alleged 
by a number of Claimants, was very in- 
teresting to Waycross people. If the 
money Wus counterfeit coin, very likely it 
was some of the stuff made by a stranger 
here several weeks ago, an a@count of 
which was published at the time in The Con- 
stitution. The treasury department of the 
United States recently instituted an inves- 
tigation of the alleged counterfeiting oper- 
ations in this county and Deputy Marshal 
John P. Cason, of Waycross, was put in 
charge of the work. For several years, 
at intervals, counterfeit money has been 
put in circulation in this section. The 
denominations of the spurioug coin range 
from 5 cents to $5 in gold and some coun- 
terfeit bills of small and large denomina- 
tions have been passed also. 

Merchants and other business men here 
are always on the alert to detect such 
operations. The clerks are unusually care- 
ful of late in accepting money. They 
examine the coin and let it fall on the 
counter, and if it does not ring true and 
is not satisfactory in every respect it is 
refused. Since the counterfeit gold (over 
$400) was unearthed recently near Wares- 
boro the people of this section have been 
very particular in. their examination of 
money of that denomination and class. 
Some counterfeit one and two and five- 
dollar-bills have been passed on citizens 
during the past few years. There is no 
doubt that counterfeiters have operated in 
this section from time to time during the 
past decade or more. 


JAILED FOR COUNTERFEITING. 


Millard C. Smith, of Waycross, Taken 
to Savannah Jail.

Harris, chairman of the board 6f trustees 
of the state Technological school, is in 
receipt of a letter from President Lyman 
Hall, of the institution, and the resuit of 
the communication wfll be that in a few 
days Chairman Harris will make a requi- 
sition on Governor Atkinson for the $10,- 
000 that the. legislature appropriated to 
establish gq textile department at the 
school. It will be remembered that the 
state appropriation was made on condition 
that outside parties subscribe an additional 
$10,000 in cash or equivalent. At the re- 
cent commencement of the Technological 
schoo] President Hall made the annvounce- 
ment that the additiona] $10,000 in cash and 
machinery had been subscribed. President 
Hall now informs Chairman Harris that 
the. subseriptions have reached $13,000 and 
he is confident the amount will be $15,000 
very soon. The total then from state and 
outsiders will be at least $25,000. 

When the governor honors the requis!- 
tion of the board of trustees, through its 
chairman, (Mr. Harris, for the $10,000, 
preparations will be commenced to erect 
the textile building, and as soon as the 
building is completed it will be well 
equipped with the most modern mad¢hinery 
for textile work. It is highly probable that 
the p.ans for the building will be furnish- 
ed free or at a reduced figure. Already 
architects have prepared to dray the 
plans at considerable discount. The tex- 
tile department wil] be a most valuable 
adjunct to the Technological school.

“We hereby indorse the enunciation of 
principles contained in the democratic plat- 
form adopted by the national democratic 
conve n at Chicago in 1896, it being a 
true pate of the democratic creed. 
We especially reaffirm our demand for the 
restitution of the money of the constitution 
by a law providing for the free and unlim- 
‘sed coinage of gold and silver at a ratio 


of 16 to 1, without waiting for the consent 


of any other nation.” 

Much interest was taken in the con- 
vention for another reason—curiosity as 
to how it would deal with the new rail- 
road commission recently created by the 
This measure passed the body

Educators from All Parts of the State 
Present. 


IMPORTANT SUBJECTS WERE DISCUSSED 


Prominent Instructors Took Part—At- 
lanta Has a Large Delegation at 
the Convention. 


Indian Spring, Ga., June 30.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia Teachers’ Association met this 
morning at the Wigwam at 9:30 o’clock. 

Dr. Quigg opened the exercises with 
prayer. 

In the absence of President P. D. Pol- 
lock, Mr. J. M. Pound, first vice president, 
presided. The subject discussed was the 
relation of the association to the legislation 
of the state, and what that relation might 
be. Superintendent Bond, of Atthens, led in 
the discussion. He said: 

“The association has induced the legisla- 
ture to pass the county institute law, and 
also the law giving the teachers quarterly 
payments. It has had a more potential 
relation to the legislature than any other 
professiopal organization in the state. 

“It might maintain a regular legislative 
committee to press tthe claims uf the asso- 
Ciation before the legislature. It might 
instruct this committee to trv to induce 
the legislature to pass a law allowing the 
county school commissioner to receive such 
a salary as will insure skilled supervision 
for the country schools. 

“It might appoint a committee consisting 
of the state school commissioner, two city 
Superintendents, two county school com- 
missioners. two norma! school professors, 
two common school teachers--a committee 
of nine to draw up a course of study and 
have ihe legislature or the state board of 
education adopt that course. 

“It might take steps to induce the author- 
ities to make arrangements for a pedogog- 
ical brary for every county.’’ 

He was followed by Dr. G. A. Nunnally 
and Mr. L. B. Evans. 

Next on the programme was a paper by 
Mr. George Sale, president of the Atlanta 
Baptist college, on the education of the 
negro. Mr. Sale contended for the intel- 
lectual and industrial education of the 
negro to the fullest extent. Mr. Sale thinks 
the-negro can take as high an education 
as the Caucasian. 

Superintendent J. C. Woodward, of New- 
nan, Ga., spoke on “Georgia Educational 
Needs.’’ After developing briefly the his- 
tory of public school education in Georgia, 
the speaker developed very fully the fol- 
lowing needs: 

1. Public School Funds: 

It was urged that every county should 
levy a local tax for school] purposes to 
supplement the state fund; thatthe school 
year should be eight scholastic months. 

2. Schoolhouses: 

The speaker urged that every county 
should be divided into school districts, 
each having a modern, well-equipped school 
building. 

3. School Organization: 

Tihe county was urged as the proper unit 
Jf organization, with a fully prepared and 
pedagogically trained teacher as ‘superin- 
tendent. 

4. County High School: 

The speaker showed that our system af- 
fords no high schoo] training, and suggest- 
ed that each county ‘have one central high 
school and dormitories, with manual train- 
ing, biology, agricultural, chemistry and 
mathematical forms, surveying. ete, for 
boys, and cooking, dressmaking and the 
domestic arts for girls, be a part of the 
curriculum. 

5. Teachers: 

It was claimed that the State university 
should give immediate aid to the teachers 
by opening a summer session for the teaecn- 
ers, and offering a course in pedagogy and 
psychology. 

It was urged that board of education sup- 
ply their teadaers with professional]! librar- 
ies and proper apparatus. 

A large delegation of teachers is here 
from the various parts of the state. At- 
lanta is represented in part by Misses 
Bessie Mobley, Gussie Brenner, Helena 
Proffitt, Julia Brenner, Josie Heinz, Flor- 
ence Eubanks, Emeline Hanes, Lillie Flynn, 
Nina Hornady, Eddie Hardwick.

The reform accomplished is of a revolu- 
tionary character, indeed, but it restores 
to the democratic yoters of a county 
the privilege and right taofominate their 
candidates by ballot, and the right is 
to be exercised in all the counties on the 
same day in order that the people may 
be as free as. possible from the re- 
Straints, interferences and button-holing 
manipulations of politicians. 

And in order that there mav be no 
doubt whatever as to the result of a pri- 
mary the state committee has been au- 
thorized to prepare an official ballot 
on which the names of all the candi- 
dates for state offices are to be -printed, 
& ballot that will enable the voter to 
select his own candidate or candidates 
and scratch the rest. Where does the 
“sovereign authority” of a county lie? 
Unless The Telegraph regards it as a 
mere geographical affair, it lies with the 
people, and when the people of a coun- 
ty thhave the opportunity to exercise 
their sovereign right at the. ballot box 
even in the nomination of candidates, 
what more can be asked? 

The fact that the satisfaction of the 
people with the reform amounts to en- 
thusiasm is the only theory on which 
the almost unexampled interest of the 
delegates in the convention can be ac- 
counted for. The staff correspondent 
of. The Telegraph attributes this 
interest to the war: but as we know the 
correspondent to be a very sarewd ob- 
server and one of the cleverest newspa- 
per men in the state, we have no doubt 
that he made the statement humorous'!y. 
The delegates attended to a man be- 
cause they were carrying out the ascer- 
tained will of the people, and because 
they were anxious to rivet the ‘reform 
on the constitution of the party. so that 
hereafter no obstacle could be interposed 
between the will of a majority of the 
people and its accomplishment. 


Political Reform in Georgia. 

It is not too much to say that the rev- 
olution in political methods waica has 
occurred in Georgia and which has been 
firmly fastened on the democratic par- 
ty by the recent convention, will spread 
to other states. In all parts of the 
country the tendency to refer all polit- 
ical and party matters directly to the 
people is becoming more and more ap- 
parent. It is to be found in unexpect- 
ed places, and it is to be seen in the 
movements tirat are taking place in 
some of the larger cities; but nowhere 
has it made such rapid strides as in 
Georgia, where the democratic voters 
have restored to themselves the risnt 
to nominate their candidates directly 
by ballot. | 

As the railway laws of this state, 
which were adopted in the face of stren- 
uous and, as they now see, mistaken op- 
position on the part of the corpOrations. 
have been made the. models-for other 
states to follow, so we may expect the 
democratic party of other states to 
strengthen and justify itself by adopt- 
ing and carrying out the reform which 
has been so successfully applied in Geor- 
gia.

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Spain’s Exposed Seaports. 

Since it appears that the government 
may carry the war into Spain in order 
to checkmate: the, designs of Admiral 
Camara in setting out for the Piilip- 
pines, and that Commodore Watson is 
actually preparing to cross the Atlan- 
tic with this distinct purpose in view, 
it becomes of the utmost importance at 
this juncture to inquire into the extent 
of Spain’s seaport interests which are 
thus exposed to the fire of our guns. 

Spain’s principal coast towns border- 
ing upon the Atlantic and the Mediter- 
ranean are four in number, viz, Cadiz, 
Barcelona, Malaga and Cartagena. 

Of these, Cadiz, in addition to being 
the nearest t6 us, also possesses the 
strongest fortifications, Cadiz is the 
capital of the province of the same 
name, and is situated on the northwest 
extremity of the Isle of Leon, which lies 
{n- the Atlantic close to the mainland of 
Spain. In 1887 the population of Ca- 
diz numbered 62,531. On account of 
its location it is one.of Spain’s leading 
eémmercial seaports, immense transac- 
tions being yearly carried on at its 
wharfs. Among its principal exports 
are sherry wine, olive oil, fruit, salt 
and metals, while among its principal 
imports are tobacco, sugar, coffee, hides, 
indigo, cotton, dye woods, fish and coal.

of Rome. Several well built but rather 
antiquated fortresses guard this ancient 
commercial seaport. In times past the 
‘harbor of Cadiz has been the scene of 
more than one fierce conflict. In 1598 
the combined fleets of England and Hol- 
land successfully occupied it, but sub- 
sequently restored it to Spain, In 1626, 
1702 and 1800 repeated attempts:on the 
part of England tte take it failed; but in 
1823 France succeeded in reducing it, 
although she retained possession of it 
for only five years. Since that time it 
has been in the undisturbed possession 
of Spain. 

Barcelona is situated on the extreme 
northeastern coast of Spain, and looks 
out upon the ‘Mediterranean. With re- 
spect to population, it ranks next to 
Madrid, containing not less than 272,000 
inhabitants. In commercial interests 
it is even superior to Cadiz, although its 
defenses are nothing like as secure. The 
fort of Monitjoi is its principal protec- 
tion. Besides its commercial interests 
Barcelona possesses several fine educa- 
tional institutions and many elegant 
publie buildings. Barcelona is supposed 
to have been founded by the celebrated 
Carthagenian general, Hamilcar. In- 
cluded among the industries of Barcelo- 
na are the manufactures of silks, 
woolen stuffs, calicoes, lace, shoes and 
firearms, 

Malaga is only sixty-two miles west of 
Gibraltar, on the Mediterranean coast. 
In 1887 its population aggregated 134,- 
000. (Malaga is defended by an old 
Moorish fortress, called the Gibralfaro, 
which is surrounded by double walls, 
but which is not considered by any 
means impregnable. Malaga is occu- 
pied chiefly with the linen, paper, rope, 
woolen, hat, leather and soap. industries, 
and its exports are consequently large. 
Malaga was in possession of the Moors 
from 714 to 1487. In 1810 it was taken 
by the Irench, but surrendered again 
in 1812 to Spain. | ; 

Cartagena is also situated on the Med- 
iterranean coast, about one hundred and 
fifty miles northeast of Malaga. 
Equipped with one of the best harbors 
on the Mediterranean, Cartagena is cap- 
able of accommodating the largest fleet 
on the globe. The. entrance to the 
harbor isa guarded by a well fortified 
island. At one time Cartagena was tlhe 
chief naval arsenal of Spain, but that 
distinction has since been transferred to 
Cadiz. In 1887 the population of this 
seaport aggregated 84,171. Its indus- 
trial and commercial interests are con- 
siderable, though less than those of 
e:.her Cadiz, Barcelona or Malaga. 

Of course, these four exposed cities do 
not represent the entire seaport inter- 
ests of Spain. There are numerous 
towns and villages scattered along the 
Atlantic and the iMediterranean, but in 
the aggregate they do not constitute 
anything like the combined interests of 
Cadiz, Barceiona, Malaga or Cartagena. 
If Spain is not wholly blind to the per: 
in which she finds herself placed by 
reason of the proposed expedition o1 
Commodore Watson, she will speedily 
issue orders for the return of Admiral 
Camara, who is now on his way to the 
Philippines.

Indemnities in. Former Wars. 

With the close of the present war 
there will come up for consideration 
the question of indemnity, when Spain 
will find herself compelled to dance to 
the music of whatever tune Uncle Sam 
will see fit to play at.that time. While 
it is rather early as yet te discuss this 
matter it is pertinent to gather from 
the experience of other nations such

the disastrous Franco-Prussian war. In 
addition to the surrender of :Alsace and 
Lorraine, France was required to, pay 
the enormous sum of $1,000,000,000, 
which she eventually succeeded in do- 
ing, although it seemed to be impossi- 
ble at the time. 

As the result of the war between 
Prussia and Austria, which occurred in 
1866, Prussia was assessed the immense 
sum of $45,000,000, regardless of the fact 
that the war lasted only one month. 
She was also compelled to forfeit the 
kingdom of Hanover, the duchy of Nas- 
sau and other possessions. 

Coming down to the war between Tur- 
key and Russia in. 1877, the former, as 
the outcome of that struggle, was forcec 
to pay the latter the round sum of $160,- 
000,000, in addition to losing Roumania, 
Servia, Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

In the recent war between China and 
Japan, the former country incurred ob- 
ligations to the latter to the extent of 
$185,000,000, besides forfeiting the 
islands of Formosa and Pescadores. 

As the result of the war between Mex- 
ico and the United States in 1848, the 
latter country compelled the former to 
give up what now comprises Utah, Cal- 
ifornia, Nevada, Arizona and New 
Mexico, but undertook to pay therefor 
the sum of $15,000, thus ignoring all 
former precedents. 

Such magnanimity will not be ob- 
served in settling scores with Spain. 
Secretary ‘Alger estimates that the cost 
of the war will aggregate $600,000,000, 
in which event it will not be excessive 
to insist upon the concession of both 
‘the Fhilippines and Porto Rico.

Editor Ccnstitution: Tolstoi, in his cele- 
brated historical novel of “War and Peace,” 
says: “The cbject and matter ef history 
is the life of nations and of humanity.” 
It is impossible to scize and clothe in words 
the secret of the life of humanity—not on- 
dy is this impossible, with regard to man- 
kind in general, it is equally ‘so, when we 
consider any one nation in particular. 

If the historian, the philosopher, the 
statesman or the citizen, should study the 
current and evolution of present events 
and «heir antecedents, it will be observed 
that the strongest official gpposition in the 
United States was powerless to stay or 
avert the culmination of a war between 
this country and Spain. The president 
sought most strenuously to avoid a resort 
to arms, but all the power and influence 
that he was vested with and was capable 
of exerting were impotent in the midst of 
the forecast ang progress of events which 
irresistibly carried away every harrier for 
@ peaceful solution or friendly settlement. 

Free will or free agency, in denoting the 
volitions of a single man or groups of men, 
become minor factors, when the inevita- 
ble is at work. This is sometimes called 
“the logic of events,’”’ and acceptance 0: 
it or conformability to it we might define 
to be ‘tthe logic of necessity.’’ Tolstoil fur- 
ther says: ‘‘From whichever side We ex- 
amine history, as the presentment of the 
work of a number or of an individual, we 
shall see in it partly man’s will, and partly 
the law of the inevitable.’’ 

We Fave in the United States today the 
aggressive and the non-aggressive class— 
the annexationists and the nhon-annexa- 
tionists. The annexation by peaceful 
method of Hawaii and the eventual oc- 
cupancy of the Phillppires, Porto Rico and 
Cuba, by warlike methods, will determine 
in time whether the doctrine of the inev- 
table did not preordain that the war now 
pending should be one‘of conquest. 

Unless it shall be so treated, our inter- 
vention and declaration and prosecution of 
the war, on behalf of outraged humanity, 
would be a partial duty and an imperfect 
Obligation. 

In any treaty of: peace, we could not 
Safely relegate the subjects and people of 
any of these islands to the feebleness and 
inadequacy of their own conditions and 
experiences, to organize a stable ang effi- 
cient government, 

Left to themselves, there would be a 
confusion worse confounded than when 
they were the subjects and subjected to 
the excuses of the barbarous and despotic

It is neither consistent nor logieal to say 
that because the United States might deem 
it meet and proper, by conquest or other- 
wise, to acquire additional territory in the 
islands of the Pacific or Atlantic, that its 
tendency would be imperialistic. We have 
gonstantly aoquired additional territary 
from the time of the organization of our 
government. There is nothing in the state- 
ments of Washington or Jefferson against 
such a policy. There are certain debates 
in congress which would seem to indicate 
that the Monroe doctrine was an enabling 
act for any of the European powers to ac- 
quire additional territory, and a disabling 
or restraining act against the United 
States in the acquisition of more territory. 
We have become largely the trustees of the 
world’s more perfect civilization, guarantee- 
ing the great principles of popular govern- 
ment. We can best avoid foreign compli- 
eations by making a conquest of the islands 
in question. They would become gourees of 
warlike acrimony. if left to the serampble 
and jealousy of the nations of Europe. In 
the progress of events. the policy and expe- 
diency af these questions must be consid- 
ered. Our duty and our destiny js far- 
reaching. It is a larger duty and respon- 
sibility than it was fn the early history 
of our government. There is unity and con- 
cord underlying the progress of the world 
and the uplifting of its people, These 
islands cannot be relegated back to Spanish 
misrule and misgovernment, which for 300 
years have plundered and subjected its 
people to every outrage and indignity. 
The antithesis of the Spanish system of 
government is found in the great principles 
of our own. We cannot absolve ourselves 
from the responsibilities of the a’_! 
from the duties and obligations that wiil 
result therefrom. These islandés cannot be 
given back to Spain; they cannot be turned 
over to any European government: they 
will be ineapable of self-government: the 
United States will have to occupy them, at 
first with a military government, secondly 
with a kind of protectorate; eventually 
they will have to become a part of the ter- 
ritory of the United States, and our sys- 
tem and our customs will. no doubt, de- 
velop the wealth that pertains to them, 
confer upon them the blessings of justice 
and of liberty and in a thousand ways’ will 
become comvensated for the trusts and du- 
ties and obligations which the inevitable 
has seemingly imposed upon us and given 
us to perform,

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ATLANTA JOURNALISM | 
OF THE WAR PERIOD 


In 1868 and 1864 newspaper life in many 
sections of the south, especially in Atlanta, 
was beset with tribulations and difficulties 
multitudinous and harassing. The paper 
used to print the news on was in varie- 
gated, if not assorted, colors, and often too 
rough to be filed. Wall paper was often 
used, prfhting on one side only. Among 
the editors here at the latter part of the 
war were John B. Dumble, an Ohio dem- 
ocrat: Major John H, Steele, the venerahbie 
McClanahan, of The Memphis Appeal; Hen- 
ry Watterson, Colonel. Lewis J, Dupre, 
Colonel Dill, of The Appeal, and perhaps 
others. Having been discharged from ser- 
yice in the confederate army, [| was at 
that time engaged on The Register. Sam 
Cc. Reid and Dr. I. E. Nagle, two army 
correspondents of The Register, were on a 
visit to Atlanta. Dr. Nagle was a man of 
culture, genial and full of humor, 


About the time they reached Atlanta 
Colonel Dupre had secured a supply of 
Jamaica rum at $8 per gallon from a 
blockade runner that had entered Wilming- 
ton. Unknown to Colonel) Dupre, the four 
other dailies in the city had also secured 
a supply. With that broad spirit of fra- 
ternal good fellowship so characteristic 
of the man. Colonel Depre ordered dinner 
for e'ght newspaper men at a restaurant. 
The proprietor obtained his supplies of 
frulis and vegetables from Plorida and al- 
though he paid forty cents per pound for 
Salt, always set a fine table at moderate 
rates. It was long after this dinner that 
he charged Rey. A. E. Marshall, reporter 
of The- Intelligencer, $386 for a dozen fried 
eggs. When Colonel Dupre reached the 
dinner room there were no members of the 
“press gang” there, except Dr. Nagle and 
Sam Reid. The press gang were too full 
for utterance perhaps, as they offered nwo 
excuse for not accepting his invitation. 
They were too devoted to their jugs of Ja- 
maica rum. 

Nothing daunted, however, Colonel Dupre, 
Reid and Dr, Nagie sat down to do justice 
to the meal and rum designed for eight. 
It was a royal, rollicking dining. Wit 
flashed and sparkled with kaleidoscople 
power. Inspired by the occasion, it was 
agreed that each one present and each ab- 
sent journalist should contribute a rousing 
dinner table speech. After adjourning, 
Colonel] Dupre, Sam Reid and Dr. Nagle 
each furnished within three hours two .col- 
umns of matter for two of the papers. 
The dinner was graphically written up, 
leaving the impression upon the reader that 
it was largely attended. Their own and 
supposed speeches were given as the gen- 
uine utterances of the invited editors who 
failed to come. 


The redoubtable and renowned Colonel 
McClanahan was made to pronounce a 
heartfelt eulogium upon Andrew Jackson 
democracy. As it was. rumored and believ- 
ed that Parson W. G. Brownlow had died 
a few days before, Henry Watterson was 
credited with the reproduction of § his 
unique and jnimitable delineation of the 
parson’s character, The talk attributed to 
John B. Dumble was characterized by his 
incisive logic. Colonel Dill was made to 
land in glowing terms the women of the 
times. The next morning the account of 
the dinner, with all the speeches, appeared 
in The Register and The Appeal. The 
readers of both papers supposed that there 
Were many guests and that the speeches 
were welcomed with loud applause. Not 
only this, but each editor but one sup- 
posed the speech attributed to him genuine, 
that be made it as stated, and that to the 
elevation caused by the rum was attributed 
his oblivion of the incidents. Colonel Me- 
Clanahan was a little puzzled at first, but 
after Colonel Dupre showed him the ac- 
count in The Appeal, and Dr. Nagle had 
congratulated him upon it, he replied: 

“Yes, [T had been taking a little rum, but 
I made a durned good speech, didn’t 1?” 

McClanahan, Dumble, Dupre, Dill are 
gone, but the memory of this dinner sur- 
vives them. At one‘time Colonel George W. 
Adair was the commercial editor of The 
Southern ConfedePacy H’‘S market re- 
ports were gems, 

He reported cheese as ‘‘multum in parvo, 
fowls as chie and lard as gr—easy.”’ Then 
as now his head was level.

INTERESTING DATA 


ON POISON PLAN1 sy 


The division of botany of the mational dé . 


partment of agriculture has just issued 
neat little pamphlet by Mr. V. K. Chesnut, 
dealing with the yarioud poison plants of 
the United States. 

One of the species treated of, polson sumac, 
is of particular intereat to the readers of 
The Constitution. On February 22d last 
The Constitution pubiished a report of the 
p@isoning of the family of one L. 8. —or 
len at Tucker, Ga. The local experts a 


tributed the poisoning to a substance called 


thunderwood, which is of rare occurrence 
in this state. The accounts of the wnusuail 
nature of the poisoning jnduced the botani- 
cal division to send on cae of its assistants, 
VY. K. Chesnut, who, after a thorough in- 
vestigation and conversation with Mr. Mc- 
Mullen and the péople who have been liv- 
ing in the neighborhood of Tucker for years, 
announces that thunderwood is identica: 
with the poison sumac (or rhus vernix) of 
the north. The plant is thus described: 

“A shrub or small tree, six to elghtee 
feet in height, with long pinnate leaves. 
having from seven to thirteen smoothly pvui- 
ished leaflets. It is also commonly known 
as ‘poison dogwood,’ ‘poison ash’ and ‘*pul- 
son elder.” The other poisonous sumac, 

hus michauxii, is a rare shrub, recentiy 
rediscovered in North Caroliza.” 

The remainder of the treatise is fully as 
interesting. Poison ivy or oak is enumerat- 
ed as one of the most common and best 
recognized forms of injurious shrub. lin 
speaking of the nistory of this plant and the 
best means for relief from its poison, Mr. 
Chesnut says: 

*‘Poison ivy has long been regarded by the 
ignorant with a degree of awe akin to su- 
perstition. No one was able to tell how 
it produced its effects and why it attack- 
ed some people and not others. Mysterious 
principies were relied upon to explain the 
phenomena and up to the present time the 
common belef has been that the poisonous 
constituent was reaily an exhalation from 
the plant. In the latter part of the last 
century it was so regarded by the expert; 
then, as our knowledge of plant chemistry 
advanced ytep by step, it was attributed 
more comcretely to a specific gas, a volatile 
alkaloid and a volatile acid like formic 
More recently still bacteria have been 
accused of causing the affection. Experi- 
ments have seemed to verify these ideas in 
turn, but the falsity of all has at last been 
proved by the discovery of a more tangible 
compound. In January, 1895, Dr. Franz 
Pfaff, of Harvard umiversity, announced 
that the poison is in reality a non-volatile 
oil. Numerous experiments have been per- 
formed with the purified oil and it has been 
shown to produce exactly the same effects 
as the plant itself. Dr. Pfaff has called this 
substance ‘toxicodendrol.’ -1t is found in all 
parts of the plant, even in the wood after 
long drying. Like all oils, it is insoluwble 
in water and therefore cannot be washed 
from the skin with water alone. Alcohol 
dissolves it readily. Alkalles saponify it, 
and thus render it inert, but this result ts 
more easily obtained by am alcoholic soln- 
tion of the sugar of lead Gead acetate). 
Numerous experiments show that when the 
smallest amoffat of this oil is applied te 
the skin it is ver? gradually absorbed in the 
course of a few days and that within cer- 
tain limits the longer it remains upon the 
skin the greater will be the effect pro-

Mr. Chesmut designates the water hemlock 


| as one of the most virulent natural poisons. 


Speaking of its ‘habits, appearance ‘and ef- 
fect, he says: 

‘The American species of water hemlock 
(clcuta maculata) is by far the nost viru- 
lent plant native in the United States. 
It is found growing at low elevations. 
along streams and nonds, and in marshy 
groun@ throughout the eastern 
of the continent, not extending apparently 
very far west of the great lakes. It is 
perennial in duration and grows to a 
beleht of from feur to eight feet. in 
some river marshes it is so extremely 
abundant that in early summer the lani- 
scape is whitened by its bloom, It bhe- 
lkengs to the well-known parsley family, 
ond may easily be distinguished by its 
fascicled, spindle-shaped roots, which are 
from cne and a half to three inches in 
length, and by the trellised structare of the 
underground portion of its main stem. 
Both of these points are strongly im- 
pregnated with a yellow, aromatic, oily 
fluid, which has an odor resembling that 
of the parsnip. 

“The symptoms of poisoning sre Vomii- 
ing, colicky pains, staggering, unconsclous- 
ress, gnashing of the teeth, and frightfui 
epileptiform fits, ending in death. As no 
chemical antidote is known, the treat- 
ment must consist in a thorough cleansing 
of the aJlimentary canal and in. combating 
the symptoms as they arise by the use 
of chlorofom, choral, and such agents as 
seem to be indicated at the time. Herbi- 
vorous animals which have swallowed a 


sufficient dose generally die, but they are 


sometimes saved by two or three doses of 
melted lard, which tends to retard the 
absorption of the poison in the stomach, 
and also facilitates its expulsion through 
the intestines,” 

The death cup is referred to as the 
most potent poison of all the fleshy fungi. 
Mr. Chesnut says: 
“Tt is found in summer and aitummn 
throughout the greater part of the United 
States, growing upon the ground in the 
woods at medium and lower elevations. 
The stem is white. When young it is solid, 
but afterwards it becomes somewhat hol- 
low and pithy. The bage is surrounded by 
a eharacteristic cup-shaped appendage. 
the remnant of a veil which covers the 
entire plant when young. The length va- 
ries from three to five inches, The cap 
is viscid when moist and is generally 
smooth ard satiny, but it may sometimes 
bear. fragments of the outer convering or 
veil. The gilla and spores are white.” 

This species is the well-known imitation 
mushroom. It is easily mistaken for that 
shrub, and has caused many deaths 
through ignorance of botanical details. 
Speaking of the toxic action of the death 
cup, Mr. Chesnut says:

VPRY citizen of Atlanta is earnestly 
requested by the Veterans’ Reunion 
Association to furnish at once the 
street and number of their house and the 
number of visitors they can either en- 
tertain or board during the reunion. Sev- 
eral weeks ago a similar request was made 
and about 3,000 answers were received. All 
of these answers were filed away and 
will be used, but many citizens have not 
responded and it is now imperative that 
the bureau of information and publicity 
have these facts as soon as possible, so 
that all visitors can be cared for. None 
of the big: hotels, it is said, have re- 
ponded and Secretary Waddell yesterday 
aeked the lotel managers and the mana- 
gers of boarding rcuses throughout the 
city to furnish him at once with a list 
of the prices to be charged and the num- 
ber of visitors they can accommodate. 

“T am a little afraid,’’ said Secretary 
Waddell] yesterday, “that the importance 
of this information is not realized by 
the public generally. We must know how 
many visitors we can accommodate and 
we must have the number of the house, 
the street and the number that can be 
accommodated. I knOw there are many 
perhaps in the city who have personally 
stated to me that they would care for 
from one to three visitors free of charge. 
I have not a list of their names and places 
of residences and the only way I can 
secure this is for them to write me @ 
postal card, giving the information de- 
sired. 

“If we are to have 5,000 visitors, we 
must have accommodations for 30,000 and 
unless we systematize une plan, there will 
be a lot of ‘confusion and trouble which 
would otherwise be unnecessary. If every- 
body who can care for visitors will write 
me at once so we can make out an al- 
phabetical list, then there will be no 
trouble and worrying :inisunderstandings, 
and everybody who comes will have a 
good home awaiting them.” 

The Bureau of Information. 

The bureau of information, which was 

authorized at the meeting of the execu- 


+ tive committee Wednesday, will be opened 


at 32 Wail street, just .n front of the main 
entrance to the uniOn passenger depot, 
as soon as the chief of that department 
is selected. 

This will then be one of the most im- 
portant departments of the association and 
there will be a rush of work from the 
day the bureau opens until the last visitor 
to the reunion has come and gone. 

In addition to the chief of this depart- 
ment, there will be all the cierical aid 
that he will need and to the busy corps 
of workers will be messenger boys and 
hicycle ‘boys who will be employed to 
conduct visitors from the Wall street office 
to the homes which have been prepared 
for them or to the city hotels and board- 
ing houses as the case may be. 

Large signs will be put up as sOon as 
the office is opened and it will be impos- 
sible for any visitor to the city to miss 
seeing the place. The front of the store, 
which is one of the largest of Wall street, 
will be extravagantly decorated and bunt- 
ing, flags and colors will fly from every 
conceivable place about the building. The 
top will be crowned with mammoth flags 
and up and down the front will be inter- 
twined the colors and the confederate 
flags. 

The Day at Headquarters. 

Yesterday was an off day at headquar- 
ters and Secretary Waddell spent almost 
the entire twelve hours that he keeps his 
offi-e open in trying to catch up with his 
correspondence. 

“This thing of trying to answer ali the 
questions that come in the daily mail is an 
impOssibility,”” said he. “I have written 
letters from sun up until 4 o’clock this 
afternoon and I have not in the least di- 
minished the stack of letters that were 
on my desk when first I began my task. 
People are asking for everything and I 
am doing my best to give them the in- 
formation, 

“The committees are now actively at 
work and everything is moving along as 
smoothly as could be expected under any 
conditions. The success of the reunion Nas 
been assured and there now rentains noth- 
ing to be done except that everybody 
does his part.’’

Mr. Thomas bears 
on his face the wound he received while 
wearing the old gray coat, and. he is rat- 
urally .proud of his interesting relic.

The Prisoner in Fulton County Jail. 
What He Has to Say About 
the Respite. 


Down in Thomaston the gallows wil be 
ready this morning and there will be a 
crowd of people at the county seat of Up- 
som to witness a hanging, but there will be 
no hanging. 

Two weeks ago the governor respited 
John Weaver, a negro who had been con- 
victed of a criminal assault upon. Miss Jen- 
nie Gunn, a farmer’s daughter, and who 
had been sentenced to hang on June ilth. 
The respite set the day of execution on 
July ist and so the Upson county officials 
have omce more been preparing for the 
hanging. 

Late yesterday afternoon the governor 
granted another respite and the day fcr 
Weaver's execution is now July 15th. 

The reasons which actuated the governor 
in granting a second respite were petitions 
from the prisoner’s attorneys sett’ng iorth 
that there was newly discovered evidence 
of a most sensational character, which 
threw an entirely new light on the whole 
case and which, they believe, wil! be suffi- 
cient grounds for a new trial. The state 
solicitor and the judge both requested the 
governor to grant the respite. 

Weaver, who confidently expected to die 
today, was seen at the Fulton county jail 
last night, where the has been held for safe 
keeping. He was brought here the day be- 
fore he was first expected to nang. 

He said he had about made up his nind to 
die, but was very thankful for the new lease 
of life. He has all along protested that 
he was innocent. 

It is not known what the sensai‘onal 
evidence is which the defense proposes 
to bring to the attention of the governor. 


NEGRO WINS FIGHT ON A FOUL. 


“Dick” Case Attempts to Choke Dobbs 
to Death. 

Louisville, Ky., June 30.—Amid a scene of 
intense excitement the fight tonight before 
the Kentucky Athletic Club between “Tick” 
Case, champion lightweight of the north- 
west, and ‘“‘Bobby’’ Dobbs, champion col- 
ored lightweight of the world, ended in a 
fiasco, Dobbs winning on a foul. 

Ring followers, having in mind the mag- 
nificent contest by these top-notchers five 
weeks ago, flocked to the hall in droves. 
Both men were in fine condition, Case lLav- 
ing the best of the weight by ten pounds.

Dobbs worked his famous. jabs through- 
out and looked like a winner, Case several 
times showing he was in distress from the 
continued jabbing. After the decision was 
announced Dobbs stepped across the ring 
and essayed to shake hands with Case.

This comes in the nature of a surprise, 
as Judge Candler in a letter to the prison 
commission stated that it was his wish that 
Flanagan should ‘have this sentence com- 
muted from death to life imprisonment.

Judge Candler said that after a careful 
examination of the grounds upon which the 
motion for a new trial was based he did not 
believe ‘he could not give the new trial asked 
for. This settles the case for the present.

| The Use of the Little Adhesives Bogins 
in Earnest This Morning. 


WENT INTO EFFECT LAST NIGHT 


At Midnight the Revenue Bill Began 
To Be Operative. 


YOU WILL HAVE TO BUY STAMPS TODAY 


Checks, Drafts, Bills of Lading, Tele- 
graph Messages, Etc., Will Each 
Require a Stamp. 

“T evicence of a very material nature 

that a war is in progress. This evi- 
dence will come in the shape of a war tax 
which went into effect at midnight, and 
which will be felt by people in all walks of 
life today. 

All day yesterday the office of Internal 
Collector Rucker was besieged by visitors 
who desired information on the war tax 
matter. Bankers and drug men mingled 
with tobacco dealers and manufacturers of 
medicine, and they wanted information. 

The stamps sent to the department had 
aimost all been disposed of. The 1 and 
2-cent denominaitions went like hot cakes, 
and all the documentary under the 50-cent 
denomination were sold. 

A large mumber of drug men and those 
who ‘have to use a considerable quantity 
of the stamps wil) begin selling goods this 
morning without the use of stamps. As 
provided for in the statement from Com- 
missioner Scott published in The Consti- 
tution yesterday morning they will keep a 
record of the amount of goods sold, and 
will be taxed on this, under their sworn 
statement, until the stamps can be fur- 
nished them. 

Collector Rucker has ordered a large 
quantity of stamps, and these were expect- 
ed yesterday afternoon. They did not ar- 
rive, however, and the stamp deputy was 
unable to furnish the market. The demand 
completely overbalanced the supply. It is 
probable that the stamps will arrive on 
the early train this morning, and in that. 
event there will be enough for every one 
for a while. 

Large orders were filled for banks in At- 
lanta and throughout tthe state. A number 
of drug men purchased large supplies and 
others put in orders after the supply had 
been exhausted. 

The railroads ‘have bought large supplies 
of stamps. These will be used_of bills of 
lading. Each bill requires a i-ceni stamp, 
and the railroads will therefore expend 
Jarge sums of money in stamps. The roads 
will pay for the stamps. affixed to the 
original bills of lading. 

The stamps used by the express com- 
panies for packages sent will be paid for 
by the persons sending the packages. The 
express company will not sign the receipt 
for the package until the stamp thas been 
affixed by the sender. 

The revenue stamps will be obtainable 
in all parts of the state and in all parts of 
Atlanta. They will be sold at banks, drug 
stores, cigar stands and other places. 
Persons can carry them about and éelil 
them if they so desire. There will be no 
difficulty in obtaining the stamps, though 
it may ‘be’ several days before the supply 
wil] be equal to the demand. 

Tax on Tobacco. 

Collector Rucker yesterday afternoon re- 
ceived the following letter from Revenue 
Commissioner Scott in regard to the tax 
on teeacco dealers: 


“Office Commissioner of internal Revenue, 
Wusnington, D. C., June 28, 1898.—Tg Col- 
lectors of Internal Revenue: Section four 
of the act of June 13, 1898, relating to to- 
bacco dealers and manufacturers provides 
as toliows: 

“section 4. That from and after July l, 
1898, special taxes on tobacco dealers and 
manufacturers shall be and hereby are im- 
posed, annually as follows, the amount of 
such annual taxes to be computed in all 
cases on the basis of the annual sales for 
the preceding fiscal year: 

* ‘Dealers in tobacco whose annual] sales 
exceed 50,000 pounds shail pay $12. 

“Every person whose business js to sell, 
or offer for sale manufactured tobacco, 
snult or cigars, shall be regarded as a 
dealer in tobacco: Provided that no man- 
ufacturer of tobacco, snuff or cigars shall 
be required to pay a special tax as dealer 
in manufactured tobacco and cigars for 
selling his own products at his place ol 
manufacture.’ 

“Ir is held that 2,500,000 cigars shall be re- 
garded as 50,000 pounds of tobacco, and the 
special tax of dealers will be computed on 
Unat ‘basis. 

“It is assumed that 1,000 cigars is equal 
to 20 pounds of tobacco, and that 1,000 
cigarettes is equivalent to 3 pounds of to- 
baceo for the purpose of determining the 
liability of special tax under the law. 

“Tf the dealer selis tobacco, snuff, cigars 
and cigarettes, or only one or more of these 
articles and ‘his aggregate annual sales 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1898, ex- 
ceed 530,000 pounds, he will be required to 
pay the special tax commencing July 1, 1898. 

“Tt is held that a person who has not en- 
gaged in the business of dealer in tobacco 
prior to July 1, 1898, but who on that date 
or subsequently during the year engages in 
the business, will be required to pay the 
epecial tax whenever ‘his sales have at any 
time within the year exceeded 5,000 pounds. 
The special tax will be computed from the

The Insurance Policies. 

The fire insurance companies will pay 
the war tax themselves. Every fire and 
life policy and every renewal or increase 
must be stamped. 

The fire insurance companies which are 
Operating in the states south of the Po- 
tomac and east of the Mississippi will 
contribute about $50,000 on the business 
which they do in these states. The tax 
is one-half of 1 per cent of the premiums. 
Some of ‘the companies, and probablv 
ai] the leading ones, have notifed their 
agents to furnish the stamps for fic'icies. 
The igsured will not have to provile the 
stamp or fo pay for it, for $50,000 distrib- 
uted among all the companies is not a 
Serious matter for any one unless it is 
very weak financially. 

All the companies were not supplied with 
stamps of Jarge denomination yesterday. 
There were plenty of 5 cent stamps, but 
few of other kinds. 

The tax on life insurance policies is the 
same as on fire policies, one-half of 1 
per cent on the premium. If the annual 
premium on a $5,000 policy is $150, the tax 
would be 75 cents. 

The Railroads to Pay. 


The railroads will pay their share of 
the tax, too. Every bill of jading must 
carry a i-cent stamp. The roads will 
furnish the stamps for the bills, but where 
a duplicate is called for, the customer 
must put up for the stamp. This tax 
will produce a vast amount of reyenue 
in the aggregate. With a system like the 
Southern railway, the war tax will run 
away above $100,000 a year.

THE WAR TAX ON TELEGRAMS 


Beginning This Morning a One-Cent 
Stamp Must Be Placed on All 
Messages Sent. 

The war tax on telegrams recently levied 

by congress will go into effect today, and 
all messages transmitted after that date 
will have to bear a l-cent documentary 
stamp, provided especially for telegrams. 
On all checks sent to a distance by tele- 
graph a 2-cent documentary stamp will 
be required to be placed on it before trans- 
mission and the process of cancellation 
will be the same as that of the stamp 
on a telegram. After the telegram or 
check is written and the necessary stamp 
Placed on it, the writer or sender will 
be required to cancel the stamp himself 
before delivering ‘it to the telegraph of- 
fice. This is done by writing the initials of 
the person over the stamp together with 
the date of the transmission of the mes- 
sage. Manager J. C. Courtney, of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, an- 
nounced that his company would not keep 
the stamps on sale at the various offices 
and all persons desiring to send telegrams 
we..d hive to bring taeir own stamps. 
* The Postal Telegraph and Cable Com- 
‘pany, on the other hand, states that it 
intends to keep a supply of the stamps 
on hand all the time for the benefit of its 
customers in the city. The manager of 
the local company said yesterday: 

“These stamps are at present hard to 
get..I have sent to a number of banks 
to find out when they expect to be sup- 
plied with them and you can tell the 
public for us that we will always have a 
supply of documentary stamps on hand 
so that those who come in without them 
can buy them with no inconvenience.”’ 


WHAT OUR BANKS WILL PAY 


Their Share of the War Tax Will Reach 
$6,000—The Law and Its Appli- 
cation to the Banks. 

_Under the new tax law that goes into 
effect today, the banks of Atlanta will pay 
te the government over $6,000. This will be 
the amount of tax paid on the bank capital 
and surplus of Atlanta. The section of the 
law under which this tax is collected reads 

as follows: 

“Bankers using or employing a capital 
not exceeding the sum of £25,000 shall pay 
$50; when using or employing a capital ex- 
ceeding $25,000, for every additional $1,000 
in excess of $25,000, $2, and in estimating 
capital surplus shall be included,”’

Ordinance Committees Again Takes Up 
the Smoke Nuisance. : 


ENTIRELY NEW PLAN ADOPTED 


No Boiler Must Emit Dense Smoke 
Longer Than Two Minutes. 


THE ORIGINAL ORDINANCE TOO SWEEPING 


Messrs. Block and DeGive Make Strong 
Speeches Against It—Goes to 
Council Monday. 


oti! 


HE ordinance committee of city coun- 
ci] held an important meeting at the 
city hall yesterday afternoon. The 
chief topic for consideration was the anti- 
smoke ordinance which was held up at the 
last s@ssion of council at the request of 
certain business men interested in the 
measure, who wished to register further 
objections to the adoption thereof with the 
committee. 

These objections came yesterday after- 
noon and resulted in a material change in 
the smoke ordinance from its original read- 
ing. Instead of requiring owners or opera- 
tors to put smoke consumers on their 
engines, the measure as reframed yester- 
day afternoon merely requires that no 
boiler shall emit dense smoke containing 
soot or other objectionable substances for 
a period longer than two minutes at a 
time. This report will go to council Mon- 
day and will probably be adopted. . 

Like the first reading, the new ordi- 
nance really requires smoke consumers in 
most instances, but is not as sweeping 
in its provisions, in that it does not re- 
quire consumers in every instance. It has 
always been a matter of doubt as to 
whether a successful smoke consumer has 
ever been invented. The majority of the 
experts along this line state it is impossi- 
ble to consume all the smoke while the 
furnace is being fed. The only hope, 
heretofore, has been to modify the density 
of the smoke s0 as to alleviate the incon- 
venience. 

G. L. Norrman, the well-known local 
architect, comes forward with a new de- 
vice of his own invention, which he claims 
will consume the smoke entirely. He has 
had it at work on the boilers of the Magill 
knitting mills for a month, and it has 
worked perfectly. Mr. Norrman will at- 
tach one of his consumers on the boiler 
at the Grand building next week to make 
another test. If this device will do all 
that is claimed for it, it will eclipse all 
other consumers extant. 

The committee adopted the two-minute 
rule at the suggestion of Mr. F’. E. Block, 
proprietor of the factory at the corner 
of Pryor and Alabama streets. Mr. Block 
has given the consumtr matter much 
thought, having experimented with several 
devices on his engines, and announces that 
he hhs never found a consumer yet that 
will consume all the smoke. He is now 
using the Cole consumer, which he states 
is the best he ever tried, but which does 
not perfectly consume the smoke. Mr. 
Block was in favor of so0me law remedy- 
ing the nuisance, but was fearful that the 
eonsumer ordinance would be too sweep- 
ing and too great a hardship on the 400 
firms in the city who would be torced to 
put on consumers whether they answered 
the purpose or not. 

Mr. DeGive took practically the same 
view of the matter and thought the com- 
mittee should postpone action until the 
Norrman consumer could be thoroughly 
tested. He had also been exerting every 
effort to remedy the smoke nuisance, but 
all his research to find a solution w cue 
problem had proved futile. 

The passage of the amended ordinance 
Monday afternoon will not solve the prob- 
lem, Possibly owners or operators of 
small boilers can regulate their firing so as 
to comply with the law, but the larger 
coneerns Will have to have some sort of a 
consumer. The question wil] . be about 
as problematical as ever except that there 
will be no requirement for doing away 
with the smoke entirely. In case Mr. 
Norrman’s device works and it is found 
that the smoke can be totally consumed, 
it is probable an ordinance similar to the 
original ome will be adopted, _

> CAUSED A SHARP REACTION 


Decline in Sterling Exchange Feature 
of the Day—Fullman Scored a 
Sharp Advance. 


New York, June 30.—The continued dul- 
mess of the stock market today justified 
the judgment of the members of the stock 
exchange that it was hardly worth while 
to keep open for Saturday’s half day's 
trading preceding Monday's holiday. A 
Great part of today’s business consisted of 
closing up and evening up outstanding con- 
tracts preparatory to whe three days’ cessa- 
tion of trading. Duliness in the market in 
the face of the actual existence of war is 
in striking contrast to the extreme nervous- 
hess which dictated the abolition of the 
usual Stock exchange tholiday on Good 
Friday, last, when there was daily expecta- 
tion of whe presentation of the report en 
the Maine disaster to congress and an out- 
break of ‘hustilities against Spain. Stock 
exchange members then insisted upon 
holding a session to dfford opportunity to 
sell stocks in the face cof what has now 
actually come to pass, and now finds prices 
at an extremely high level firmly maintain- 
ed. li_ as today’s market was, the de- 
mand for stocks cleared exceeded the sup- 
ply, and there was a quiet absorption of 
securities through a widely extended list. 

Business continued largely proféssional, 
but there was some commission house busi- 
hess done, the outside buying being at- 
tributed to western sources and being 
manifest in the grangers in 
Sympathy with the improved tone of the 
Wheat market. Sugar continued its ad- 
Vance, but lost it before the day closed. 
People’s Gas was up at one time 2% points 
and Brooklyn Transit gained about a point. 
A movement to realize on the day’s ad- 
Vances late in the afternoon caused a sharp 
reaction. which was most marked in the 
stocks which had shown the largest gains 
and in which Tobacco also shared. Puli- 
man snowed a striking advance and touch- 
ed 207%.

Prime on Progress of Crops. 
From The New York Stockhotdér. 

Chicago, June 25, 1898.—The country has 
experienced ai week of high temperature 
mingled with more or less heavy local 
rains. We have been hard at work gather- 
ing the eariy winter wheat, and so far 
there is a very great difference in the ac- 
tual returns from those which have been 
forecasted and which the public were gen- 
eraiiy:ted to believe would be the:outcome. 

In my letters to The New York Daily 
Stockholder late in May, and early in June, 
I took the position that the country had 
reached its highest point in crop conditions, 
and that it would require exceptionally fine 
weather during the month of June to real- 
ize the glowing prospects and bumper crop 
which we -were led to expect. 

This week has proved a great disappoint- 
ment in all the winter wheat territory of 
the southwestern portion of the. winter 
wheat ‘belt, and we have now the prospect 
of a crop greatly reduced in yield and far 
below the quality which the country was 
looking forward to. 

The weather for securing the wheat in 
Kansas and Missouri has been good, and at 
this writing the early winter wheat is now 
all in shock, 

The harvest of the late winter wheat will 
not be on for ten to fourteen days from this 
date. I ought to state that the proportion 
of the early winter wheat to the late twinter 
wheat is small as compared with the whole 
crop, and possibly we may have better re- 
sults from the iate winter wheat than we 
have had from the early. The conditions 
which have given us results are brought 
a>out by iong continued wet weather. in 
May and June nearly up to harvest. They 
have produced rust, great growth of straw 
and the crop has not filled out well. 

We have had-very conflicting reports the 
present week from the spring wheat areas, 
particularly in the most northern pertion 
of the spring wheat belt. For some reason 


' or other the wheat is not looking as weil as 


it dil a week ago. The weather has been 
hot, but this has hardly caused the damage. 
The weeds are the worst known for vears. 

The oat crop has not yet headed ‘Dut. It 
is short and shows more or less bad effecis 
of the long cold, wet weather of May. There 
bie be no oats cut much before the 15th of 

uly. 

As to carn, we have. been planting corn 
this week: in some portions of the corn belt 
where the ground has been so wet nothing 
could be done until this late date, but the 
percentage of the crop which has been 
planted this wéek is very small as, com- 
pares with the whole. We are losing up 
he month of June with the corn practically 
in thi condition.

Those 
who thus d.agnosed the opening conditions 
were unskilled in the symptoms of that 
variable malady. In fifteen minutes the 
fever had again reached the stage it had 
attained the day before and in another hour 
nothzag could oe heard but shouts for wheat 
and cies of ruined crops. September, the 
closing price of which yesterday Was vd%%c, 
started at trom 6sffic down to o8%c, but it 
very quickiy began an upward movement 
that reached great dimensions both in the 
voiume of the transactions and the extent 
of the advance.

The papers throughout the country con- 
tinue to discuss the great meeting of wo- 
men in Denver, and interest centers in 
the women defeated as well as those vic- 
torious. The Times-Herald, of Chicago, 
writes of the convention as follows: 

“Mrs. Alice Ives Breed, the defeated can- 
didate for the presidency of the Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, has left that organiza- 
tion in anger, but the Colcrado women who 
defeated. her do not seem gorry that their 
Mussachvsetts anti-suffrege sister has de- 
parted. Today there is a breaking up of 


{ the delegates, who are departing for Colo. 


rado Sprines, Manitou and Salt Lake be- 
lore going home. 

“The result of the election is highly grat- 
ifving to the women of Colorade who con- 
sider that wornan suffrage has won a great 
victory in the defeat of Mrs. Breed. It wae 
charged that Mrs, Breed did not favor the 
idea Of Woman in polities, did that retiled 
her chances with Colorido. The centennial 
state held 190 of the 429 votes that elected 
Mrs. William B. Lowe, of Georgia, anil 
anti-wcman suffrage had no chance 
against the avalanche. Yet it was a fam- 
cus battle, ang its memories will live lonz 
in the minds of the delegates to the eon- 
vention. Colorado was opposed to Mrs. 
Breed because Mrs. Breed was oppused to 
Colorado's woman politician The south 
was pleading hard fer recognition, and 
Coloredo decided the issve by falling in 
line with the forces for Mrs. Lowe, 

“Mrs. Breed, who now occvpies the odd 
position of a Jefeated candidate by women 
because of her opposition to the first re- 
form propcsed for*’women, was prominent 
in the east before she became a candidate 
for the presidency. She is a lady of fash- 
jon, and is a social and club leeder in her 
home city of Lynn, Mass., and in Boston. 
She is a great traveler, a systematic and 
hard worker in her intellectual ang c!ub 
life and a devoted mother and home- 
maker. She jis likewise deeply interested 
in philanthropic work, and is president of 
a number of lerge charitable associations 
in Lynn and Boston. Since the organiza- 
tion of the federation Mrs. Breed has been 
one of the most devoted members. She has 
a large following in the federation, which 
she won and holds by her simple yet sincere 
manner. She has a varied experience -in 
matters pertaining to women’s clubs, {is a 
first-class parliamentarian and an ecu- 
tive of high abliiity. 

“Mrs. Henrotin will leave here tomorrow 
for Salt Lake City to address the women's 
congress of Utah, which begins there on 


‘Thursday. She and (Mr. Henrotin will after- 


wards pay a ten days’ visit to Mercer, 
Utah, where Mrs. Henrotin’s eldest son has 


a mining camp. The former president of 


the federation says that she will devote 
much of her future to work on the indus- 


trial problem, especially in its relations to 


women and children. 

“The new president, Mrs. Lowe. of Geor- 
gia, presided today over the first meet- 
ing of the new council, which gathered at 
the Brown Palace hotel to discuss the ques- 
tion of the taxation of the affiliated clubs, 
which are the National Household Eco- 
nomic Association and the National Society 
of New England Women. These two clubs 
object to the 10 cents p@r capita tax passed 
by the federation and ky they will with- 
draw if it be pressed. Mrs. Sade, of New 
York, prevented a rupture by proposing 
resolutions providing that the societies in 
question shall be responsible to the secre- 
tary of the general federation instead of 
to the state secretary; that they shall be 
represented on the nominating committee 
of the general federation and at the state 
federation, and pay to the former body 
$10 yearly for dues and 25 cents per chap- 
ter to the state organization. The ‘presi- 
dent appointed a committee consisting of 
Mrs. Fugene Heard, of Georgia (chairman); 
Mrs. C. 8. Kinney, of Utah, and ‘Mrs. C. H. 
Buckwahter, of Ohio, to take up library 
work which the council decided was advis- 
able.”’

MATRON PREPARES 
FOR DEPARTURE 


She Packs Her Few Effects in a Little 
Blue Truak. 


TALKS ABOUT HER DISMISSAL 


Pities the Men Who Are Blind to the 
‘ Weed of a Matron. 


MUST LEAVE HER CAT AND FLOWERS

The Day Will Come When There Will 
Be Matrons in All Prisons, She 
Says—Leaves Today.

‘OOPING over a little old-fashioned 
freon last night, Miss Sue Holloway, 
/ the police matron, was packing up all 
of her few, very few earthly possessions. 
On the morrow she would leave, for the 
police board had decreed that on the first 
day of July there should no longer be any 
such a person as police matron at the bar- 
racks. 

The little room which had been her re- 
treat for a year and a half was for the 
first time in disorder, for she had Kept it 
scrupulously neat. 

‘“T will be all ready 


to go away tomor- 


row,” she said: “I go away willingly, and 


have no unkind feeling for any one, but 
I da feel the sincerest pity and commiser- 
ation for the men at the head of this-po- 
lice department who are so blind that they 
cannot appreciate the necessity for a Wo- 
in this place. ‘The time will come 
when there will be a maitron in every 
prison in this broad land. It is a right 
which the women themselves will demand 
for their sex. 

“T don’t know what I shall do about my 
cat. I have become greatly attached to 
the poor little thing in here, for it has 
been my only companion in many a quiet 
hour. I have no place to which I can take 
it. And there are my flowers in the window, 
I reckon I wilMhave to leave them, also.” 

Then she took up her papers and other 
writing material and placed it in the old- 
fashioned trunk, and laid away her Sun- 
day dress, a plain black affair which was 
not as stylish as some gowns in the city. 

“T will leave at 7 o’clock in the morning 
and will remain a few days at the Shelter- 
ing Arms. I have been invited to do Chris- 
tian work in several places. I think I shall 
visit some of the cities where they have 
matrons with no police board to interfere 
through ignorance of the duties they per- 
form, and I will obtain some statistics for 
the people of Atlanta. Somehow I can’t 
understand why it is the Atlanta police 
board should have acted as it did. It 
makes me sad to think that men, and good 
men, should be willing to keep help from 
women like those I have had here under 
my care. Why, only today a poor woman 
came here with four starving children. I 
got them something to eat. The woman 
told me she ‘had been at the union depot 
all night waiting for a train to carry her 
on her journey, and all night long her 
children had cried for bread. Two days 
ago I had a young girl here who, I fifmly 
belfeve, would have died if I had not taken 
care of her. Oh, yes, she was one of the 
erring sisters, but she was a woman and 
needed a woman’s help and sympathy.’ 

“I know a few things,” she continued, 
“but I shall keep guard over my tongue. 
I wonder what they will do for the poor 
women who come in here after 1 am gone? 
They suffered before I came and I know 
they will suffer again. It won’t do to say 
they are outcasts. There is not a woman 
in this world who is so low but what de- 
serves at least human treatment from a 
government which is under the control and 
dominion of men.’’ 

The matron ceased talking and went on 
packing her effects. When she was through 
she closed the little trunk and took her 
well-worn old Bible and pressed it to her 
lips.

He has been in 
charge of churches in Savannah and Au- 
gusta besides a large nufmber of missions 
in the northern part of the state over 
which he presided for a number of years. 

He was a most scholarly man and one 
who attracted the earnest attention of 
every one he cddressed, end his lectures 
were always considered entertaining talks 
on any subject Which he might choose to 
discourse uyon. 

He came to Georgia in 1880, and was made 
bishop while in Savannah. He was iater 
removed to the missions of north Georgia 
and his health becoming feeble he was 
placed in charge of St. Patrick’s church in 
Augusta. 

Father Clifford was connected with some 
of the most prominent educational insti- 
tutions in the country before he went into 
the priesthood and in the field of education 
he Made a pre-eminent success. He was a 
well-versed man on every subject and had 
traveled in many lands, so that he was an 
entertaining talker and no one among the 
clergy of the church was more highly 
thought of than Father Clifford. 

The funeral] services will be held in St. 
Patrick’s church this morning and the in- 
terment will- take place in the Catholic 
cemetery at Augusta.

Cases Against the Recruits in the Street 


Car Riot Dismissed. 
PROSECUTOR FAILS TO APPEAR 


The Three Men Would Have Been 
Discharged from the Army. 


THEY MADE UP WITH THE CONDUCTOR 


Case Against the Men for Assault 
with Intent to Murder Sounded 
in Justice Court Yesterday. 


car riot which took place on the Trac- 

tion line last Wednesday evening and 
in which Conductor J. H. Sawyer was badly 
beaten up were released from the city 
stockade yesterday morning, where they 
were spending a quiet month at the city’s 
expense. 

The fight, which attracted considerable 
attention at the time, took place aear the 
corner of Richardson and Cooper sireets 
at 10 o’clock in the evening. The car in 
charge of Conductor Sawyer was going in 
the direction of the’ barracks and at the 
time it-was packed with recruits who had 
been in the city and were going back to 
the fort for the night. 

Conductor Sawyer began taking up the 
fare shortly after leaving the city, and 
near the crossing of Richardson street he 
became entangled in a heated conversation 
with one of the recruits who was a little 
more intoxicated than his*companions about 
the fare. The fellow insisted that he rad 
paid his money, but the conductor had no 
recoliection of amy such transaction. 

A riot ensued in which several of the 
soldiers took a hand in defense cf their 
comrade, and the conductor was alaving a 
hard time of it until the motorman came 
to his assistance.: In the meantime other 
cars came up and were unable to pass and 
the fight became general, in which 209 re- 
cruits were either participants or eager 


lookers-on. 

The police reserve was telephoned for and 
the officers came on the scene of conflict 
in time to see and play a prominent part 
in the end of it. 

Ten of the leaders in the fight were iden-

tified on the spot and several made off ing 


the darkness and evaded arrest. 

The following morning the ten recruits 
were arraigned im the police court and at 
the same time warrants were sworn out 
for three of them, W. D. Jones, James 
Casey and James Sweeney, in Judge Blood- 
worth's court for assault with intent to 
murder. The recorder sent the same three 
to.the city stockade to serve a term of 
thirty days, where they remained until 
yesterday morning. 

Early. yesterday the commamder at Fort 
McPherson informed the city +uitheorities 
that if the men were not released et once 
they would be dishonorably dismissed from 
the United States army. The recorder con- 
sented to release them rather than see the 
three men dismissed from the army, and 
yesterday afternoon they were brought to 
the city under guard of a sergeant from 
the barracks and carried before Judge 
Bloodworth to stand trial for assault with 
intent. to murder. 

Conductor J. H. Sawyer, who bas recov- 
ered from his injuries, was seen by the 
comrades of the three men under arrest, 
and he magnanimously agreed not to push 
the cases against them if it would be the 
meams of saving them their positions in the 
army. — 

When the cases’ were called against Re- 
cruits Jones, Casey and Sweeney yesterday 
afternoon in the justice court the prosecutor 
kept his agreement and failed to appear, 
and the cases were accordingly dismissed. 
The three men promised the court, that they 
would indulge in no more riot scenes while 
residents of Atlanta, and with a hand 
shake, they parted from the judge and went 
out free men once more.

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HOT AND DUSTY 


Last Month Was a Record Breaker When 
It Comes to Lack of Rain. 


BUT LITTLE WATER HAS FALLEN 


Crops Sufferei on Account of the 
Month’s Drought. 


EVERYTHING WAS DRY, HOT AND DUSTY 


July, Though Usually Very Warm, 
May Be More Comfortable in 
Atlanta Than June. 


HE month of Jume just ended goes on 
| the records in the office of the weather 
department as the dryest and warmest 
Atlanta has experienced in the past twenty 
years. 
There have been many days in many 
Junes which were hotter than any day in 
last month, but for average temperature, 
that of last June was three degrees ubove 
the normal and was the ‘hottest disclosed by 
the records in the weather bureau. 

Along with the hot weather was dryness, 
and the two combined managed to make 
Atlanta an wnusually uncomfortable place 
and to break records which have stood the 
test of twenty years. 

During the entire month of June the rain- 
fall was only .89 of an inch, This is 3.40 
below the normal for the month and 13.63 
behind the normal for the year. The first 
rain of the month fell on the 12th and was 
34 of an inch. There was practically no 
rain after the 20th. 

The hot and dry weather has been felt 
throughout the state and has caused dam- 
age to crops. The sun has baked the earth 
and the refusal of the rain to fall has only 
added to the seriousness of the matter, , 

There are few months on the record of 
the weather bureau in which there was 
such a strong combination of hot and dry 
weather. There have been many days in 
previous Junes which were many degrees 
warmer than any day in the June just past, 
but taken as a whole no previous June 
had an average temperature so high. 

While June is considered a hot month, 
and as a usual thing a comparatively dry 
one, yet the records give no account of any 
occasion on which so little rain fell dur- 
ing any previous June. 

Better things are expected of July. The

Mrs. Fain said Gober went to Macon {0 
join the army, and he suddenly returned, 
having radically changed his mind. She 
was tired of his raising up a family for 
her to lock after. 

Mrs. Gdber, who was Miss Ida Fain, 
talked as if she wanted to side with her 
husband, but said she felt a delicacy in 
doing so in the presence of her mother and 
brothers, She admitted that her husband 
had a penchant for leaving her, but still 
she wanted to live with him. 

When asked what he had to say to all 
his kinfolks-in-law had sworn against him, 
Gober said: 

“This is a case of too much mother-in- 
law. I did leave my wife and the ch'ldren 
with the intention of becoming a geoldier, 
and it was because I thought even the hor- 
rors of war were better than a mother- 
in-law of the kind I have got hold of. I 
am a hard-working man, and no one can 
tell the truth and say I have not supported 
my wife and children.
